q GEORGES CADOUDAL, Curer in the 
royalist army of Brittany; was the son of a 
miller of Breke, a village’ near Aury; he 
had not finished Wis studies at Vannes when 
the revolution commeiced. At first he took 
no partin the contest; but when the insurrec- 
tion of Brittany broke out. he served as a 
private in the cavairy,and with several Bret- 
ous, joined the Vendeans at Laval, aiter 
their passage of the Loire, and was apoint- 
c@ an efficer at the sieve of Grenville.

Troops were sent against him; he 
was surprised by a republican column and 
carried to Brest, where he was imprisoned 
with his father. His detention was long, but 
he escaped in the disguise ofa sailor and 
took the conimand of his canton.

France to direct the management of it, from 
whence be returned to England. He again 
went te France in the month of August 1804, 
and landed on the shore of Beviile with Pi- 
chegru and others, was concealed in the 
capital until the month of March, the period 
jac Which the police, who had obtained the 
‘confessions of same of the agents in this 
conspiracy, caused him to be searched for 
with extraordinary activity. He was arrest- 
ed near the Luxembourg by the nolice off- 
cers, two of whom he breught to the ground 
| with his pistols, ang leaping from his carriage 
he endeavoured to escape, but the populace 
croudiig around him, he was siezed by a 
butcher, carried to the prefecture and from 
thence to the Temple. Being delivered 
over to the criminal wibunal ‘sith a large 
number of his accomplices, he was sentenced 





‘to death the iith of May, 1804, and executed 
on the 21th of June following, at the age of 
$5 years. He preserved the utmost calm- 
ness during all the proceedings, carefully 
avvided betraying his companions by his an- 
swers, and loudly proclaimed his devotion to 
the cause of the Bourbons. His father, Jo- 
seph Cadoudal, was ennobled by the king on 
the 18th of October, 1814, in consequence of 
the servicesofhisson. His brother, former 
ly a sailor, has, for the same reason, been 
made Colone! of a Regiment of Infantry. 


A. L. LAVOISIER, 

Farmer-General, Chymist, Commissioner 
of the Treasury, &c. was born and resided at 
Paris. When the Revolution commencec he 
was generally considered the greatest chym- 
ist in Europe. He was appointed inspector 
of powder, the manufacture of which under 
his dircetion, was brought to perfection. He 
was chosen a member of the Provincial As- 
sembly of Orléanois, where he possessed con- 
siderable estate, and where the remcme 
brance of his virtues and charity stili render 
his name dear to the inhabitants. 

On his appointment to an office in the na- 
tional treasury in 1792, he published a work 
upon the finances of the nation, which open- 
ed tothe public their true state. The Re- 
volutionary axe, however, soon reached him 
as well as the other Farmers-General, and at 
the age of 50 deprived France of his talents 
and usefulness. On the sth of May 1794, he 
was condemned to death as a conspirator, on

DEAR SIR, 

‘Tuts projector, of whose scheming I gave

them, that they would be obliged. to give up 
the business and Icave the piantations, une 
less Mr. Bull came to an understanding vith 
Uacle Sam; and likewise, that, since by N:p 
Scrage’s contrivance most of the neighbours 
had been mate to break off intercourse with 
Bull, by Uncle Sam's refusing to trade with 
him, there would be nobody left to take his 
goocs off his hands, and, consequently,’ his 
fulling mills, sugar bakeries, forges and nail 
manufactorics would be stopped for waut of 
employ ; in short, that it was impossib'e for 
Mr. Bull t6 get along without the be rcfit of 
Uncle Sam’s trade, as he would soon find to 
his cost, and either become bankrupt, or ae 
dopta more friendly behaviour. Asto N«p, 
the philosopher said, it was not so much 
matter, for, if they could once bring Buil to 
reason, they could do very well without hii 
yet he could not do so weil without Uncle 
Sam, for, if the carrying trade was stopped, 
Nap, having no means of communication 
with the market, must either consent to <o 
without these conveniences and luxuries of 
life, which by long use had become almost 
necessaries, or listen to reason, and give up 
his new fangled netions of free tradine, 
These plausible reasons tickled prodigiously 
che palate of Uncle Sam, who, good credu- 
lous soul, not seeing that every one of them 
might be urged equally well against the 
measure, swallowed the whole at one hure 


gulp, without gagying. 


Before adopting 
the plan, however, it was necessary, accord- 
ing to the regulations of the club made when 
the different familics put themselves under 
his government, to lay the matter before the 
members, and be determined by their op:n- 
ion. This was accordingly done; and ‘at the 
next club meeting the measure was proposed, 
and the arguments in favour of it delivered. 
Most of the members, deceived: by these, 
fell in very readily with Uncle Sam’s wishes; 
two or three, however, rather more clear 
sighted and prudent than the rest, opposed it 
with great vechemence. The principal one 
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though pretty set and stubbofn abcut some 


things, bad withal a good share of worldly 


wisdom and sagacity, snd indeed often used 
to boast, that, he could see as fat into a 
grindstone as any man. His shrewdness on 
this occasion did not mislead him, he plainly 
saw that John Bull could not be so easily 
starved into good humour as many thought 
he would, that, though his artifices might for 
a time suffer a little embarrasment for want 
of a market, yet the difficulty would be but 
of temporary duration, as all the distant parts 
of the country were open to them and they 
would ezsily find one elsewhere ; that Mr. 
Bull, having plenty of labourers, by this ve- 
ry circumstance of so many hands not being 
wanted forthe manufactorics, and much un- 
cultivated land, would, by a Tittle extra exer- 
tion, be able to grow enough ‘corn and raise 
enough beef for the absolute necessities of 
his plantations, and by Uncle Sam’s shutting 
up shop, being freed from a dangerous com- 
petitor in trade, instead of being starved into 
compliance with Uncle Sam’s demands, 
would grow richer than ever. Whilst Uncle 
Sam would not only run the risk of being 
starved himself, but have the consoling and 
‘almost certain prospect of losing all his 
profitable trade, if this his odd humour 
should last more than a little while. For 
it was pretty obvious that many of his former 
customers, being thus compelled to trade with 
John Bull, might not find it altogether con- 
venient to give their custom back again to 
thcir old chapman, when he should have re- 
turned to his right senses; at any rate it 
would be some time before they would do it 
in an equal degree; and it was likewise 
probable enough, that John Bull, having been 
accustomed to get along without Uncle Sam’s 
trade, and having found that he had no abso- 
lute necessity for it. would, out of revenge, 
refuse to trade with him upon the same 
terms of equality as before. 

For these reasons John Codline opposed 
Uncle Sam’s proposal with all his power, and 
was pretty well seconded by two or three 
others; but, when they came to count noses, 
the odds was vastly against him, and the 
coughty resolution of shutting up ail the 

‘front doors and windows, fastening the gates, 
and denying all ingress and egress, except 
for nececssafy business on the estate was ae: 
dopted, and immediately put in force.

INTELLIGENCE IN NATURAL HISTORY. 


Dr. Eustis during his residence at the 
Hague, as minister plenipotentiary of the U- 
nited States, presented to the King of the 
Netherlands a piece of “ metallic copper,” 
cut from the block lying on the South side 
of Lake Superior, by Dr. Le Barron, apoth- 
ecary general of the army. He has lately 
transmitted to Dr. Mitchell, of New-York, 
the report of an assay made at the Mint in 
Utrecht. ‘The New-York Columbian gives 
the following as the substance of Dr. Eus- 
tis’s communication : 


“ To all appearance the sample appears to 
have been cut from a mass of MELTED COP- 
PER. The fusion, however, is not the affect 
of art, but is a production of nature. The 
cause was probably a volcanic erufttion. 

“ The stream of lava, in all liselihood, 
carried along with it the mass of copper un- 
der consideration. The ingredients of this 
vast body ran together from different parts 
of the mine, when the ore underwent fusion ; 
and on the eruption, the mass, Cnormous as 
it is, was transpoited to the spot where it has 
cooled and remains incumbent on the soil. 

“The crystallized form exhibited by the 
natural outside of the specimen that has been 
left untouched, cuountenances and explains 
the presumption, that the melting was occa- 
sioned by the before-mentioned cause—inas- 
muchas a surface, crystallized as that is, 
could only have been produced, as far as 
can now be judged, by a slow and gradual 
escape of caloric from the melted matter 
mingled with foreign bodies and exposed to 
the atmosphere. 

“As to the properties of the copper it- 
self, it may be observed that its colour is a 
clear red ; that its essential quality bespeaks 
it peculiarly fit for rolling and forging ; and 
as a proof of its virtue, it is shown that this 
copper has a near resembiance io the Eng- 
lish article commonly called copper for pla- 
ting. 

The dealers in this metal distinguish the 
sort now under consideration as Peruvian 
Copper, to distinguish it from Swedish, that 
of Sweden being by far less malleable, and 
that of the Lakes being greatly preferable, 
not only on account of its brilliant colour, 
but by reason of the closeness of its pores 
and its ductility. Notwithstanding, before it 
is employed for manufactures or for coining, 
it must be melted over again, and purified 
from the carthy particles which it may con- 
tain. 

“ The examination of this North Ameri- 
can copper by the cupel, or the assay by 
fire, has proved that it does not contain the 
smallest particle cither of silver, gold,-or of 
any other metal.’ 


Native Albino Children cf New-York. 


The two children, whom Dr. Mitchell and 
Mr. Hatfield saw at Dr. Wetmore’s a few 
days ago, are fair examples of the Albino 
variety : One is a boy of 12 years old, and 
the other a girl of 7. The parents are of 
the usual complexion; the father being a 
native of France, and the mother of Mary- 
land. These interesting young persons have 
delicate bodies, and skins of a waxen appear- 
ance. The eye-lashes, eye-lids, and hair are 
of a flaxen white. The complexion is that 
of an exquisite tincture or faint blush of red, 
overspreading a surface admirably blanched 
or etiolated. Their sight is weak, but the 
eyes are free from soreness or blemish. 
They are nyctalofieang, that is, they can dis- 
tinguish objects better by twilight or the 
beams of the moon, than by the rays of the 
sun. The muscles of the eyes are in con- 
stant motion; being affected by gentle 
Spasms or tremor, that neither impair vision, 
nor excite consciousness. The iris is much 
whiter than is usual in blue eyed individu- 
als 5 and is distinguished by radiating lines. 
The pupils are very contractile, and their 
colour usually dark; though on certain turns 
und positions of the eyes, a reddish or pink 
hue presents itself to the beholder, It is 
reported that there is one child older, and 
three younger than the two under consider- 
ation, who have black hair and correspond- 
ing complexions without Albinage. 

Perhaps there were never more »roper 
cases than these to gratify physiologists. 
Indeed, they are of so peculiar a character, 
as to excite an emotion of lively sympathy, 
while they satisfy the desire of rational curi- 
osity.

Mr. Bray’s Grave Digger was one of his.

and whose wit made it necessary forthe 
accomplished Hamlet to “ speak by the card.” 
These characters which are justly ed

are frequently found among men, but seldom: 
given to us in the way of Shakspeare by 
exhibiting themselves. Such beings as the.

Mrs. Wheatley’s Ophelia has rarely been. 
equalled. She understood her part accurate: 
ly; (we donot mean that she had barely 
committed it to memory.) This has been 
considered a character of mere loveliness. 
It és a character of loveliness, but something ; 
more. Her remarks have in them not only — 
prettiness of sentiment, but depth of under- — 
standing. This was strikingly developed by 1 
Mrs. Wheatley. In her interview with — 
Laertes, and in her remarks on Hamlet's 
insanity, she discovered the delicacy of the 
“ chariest maid,’’ and the force and tone of - 
a grave moralist. The singing was pronous- 
ced excellent by able judges.

Cal promotion : for fe delighted in the feats 
of country sports znd town dissipation ; the 
colour of his attire plainly shewed how irk 
some the sacred office was to his feelings ; 
his table glittered with unpsid-for ostenta- 
tion, znd while his face gladdened at his rep- 
utution for good fellowship, and he sought 
for his children the most fashionable conncc- 
tiens, he neglected to store their minds with 
that which could alone qualify them ¢o adorn 
that society in which be wished them to 
move.

it—ef aduteous wife reduced to comparative 
Legyarv 3; and if he could not contemplate it, 
the rudeness of his creditors told him, that 
a prison must close his, and a workhouse his 
children’s days. And yet this man would 
tell you, he loved, he doated on his children! 
Yet while the storm raged without, and his 
doors were besicged with duns, while some 
hapcs, faise and visionary, clung to his breasi, 
and prescnted the cup of stuptfied inebriety. 
the charm which kept him from. thinking. 
avd prevented every cffort to release himself 
from ruin, he still seemed to believe that ail 
Was peace within. I watched him from 
Champagne and Burgundy, Madcira aid 
Claret, to Port and Sherry, to the constant 
dram, from his charriot to his gig, and ata 
time of hfe when his carriage should have 
been at his command, and a elass of Madei- 
ra have warmed his old heart, lave seen his 
weakened frame shivering in the blast, walk- 
ing to the cold grave to read the last speak-
